In view of the outbreak of hostilities the United States hereby 
gives notice under Article 22 (8) of its withdrawal from the International 
Wheat Agreement thirty days after date* 


Note* The United States has substantial obligations under the 
International Wheat Agreement and in the event of an emergency it would 
be necessary to examine world supplies in toe light of toe essential 
needs of ewur allies, some of which could increase their domestic 
production wed reduce dependence on imports ,
